ENGLISH 


This year the English Department not only main- 
tained their traditional high standing, but also became 
more integrally a part of our high school life. 

In widening and enriching the program outside of 
the many daily English classes, the department was 
also active in various other activities. Mr. Curtin taught 
the Speech Course. Miss Burke, Miss Steele, and Mr. 
Ferrett often attended Advocate meetings on Mondays, 
acting as advisors and contributing their ideas and 
opinions to improve our yearbook. Mr. Hamilton, 
who taught the newly introduced course in Journalism, 
was in charge of our school newspaper, The Hilltop- 
per. Even a Rag Like This, containing a wide range of 
short stories, poems, critical analyses, and several long 
term papers written by the students, was edited by 
Miss Burke, Mr. Allen, Mr. Ferrett, and Mrs. Roberts. 
Mr. Paraschos, better known as “Mr. P.”, directed the 
successful Senior Class Play, and managed the finan- 
cial end of the N.H.S. Publications. Every afternoon 
the rear of C-241 was filled with students buying pa- 
perbacks for required or pleasure reading at the high 
school Bookstore. The Bookstore, supervised by Miss 
Duryea, was run by five or six senior girls.

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MATHEMATICS 


The Mathematics Department has continued 
this year, as in the past, to present its subject 
on the highest possible level in all of its diversi- 
fied fields. As well as the customary courses, the 
department offered as an added attraction this 
year a slide rule course. The course was open to 
all students and met once a week during organ- 
ization period. Its main purpose was to instruct 
students in the basic operations of the slide 
rule. 

Four accelerated courses were offered this year: 
two for Sophomores, one for Juniors, and one for 
Seniors. The Sophomore accelerated classes were 
instructed by Mr. West, and the Juniors and Sen- 
iors by Mr. Walsh. Two classes of selected Soph- 
omores were taught a special course, S.M.S.G. 
Geometry by Mr. Siegel. 

Not to be outdone by their students, the 
teachers of the Math Department, headed by 
Miss Fessenden, attended a special course on 
Thursday afternoons. The course, called Prob- 
ability and Statistics, was taught by Professor 
Mode, who is formerly of Boston University and 
now retired. Always up to date on modern meth- 
ods and changes the department continued to 
give its students a forward look in the presenta- 
tion of mathematics.

LANGUAGES 


To meet educational standards the 
Language Department, under the direc- 
tion of Miss Harrington, expands each 
year. Interested students are able to de- 
velop fine language skills in various ways 
other than regular classroom assign- 
ments. 

Needham High School offers four 
years of Latin and French and three 
years of German, Spanish, and Russian. 
The Russian classes are taught by Dr. 
Francis Cleaves of Harvard University. 
Accelerated programs in French and Lat- - 
in are offered to qualified students. 

The language laboratory is the latest 
addition to the facilities of the depart- 
ment. The laboratory is used by French, 
German, and Spanish classes. This year 
the laboratory is available to students 
who want to improve further their oral 
comprehension, for the lab is open after 
school for a half an hour under the super- 
vision of a teacher. Each student may 
listen to separate tapes. Through the 
extensive use of the language laboratory, 
it is hoped students will improve their 
language ability on an individual basis. 

The Roman Banquet is an annual ac- 
tivity in which all Latin students partici- 
pate. The Junior Classical League, also 
comprised of Latin students is in its 
fourth year. 

Last year the Mardi Gras was held 
for the first time. Held in February, stu- 
dents of French, German, Russian, and 
Spanish classes dress in costumes of the 
countries, sing folk songs, dance, and 
present skits. This year the Language 
Department held another Mardi Gras to 
surpass the first one. 


Under the direction of Mr. Henry 
Hicks, the Social Studies Department 
had another successful year. Since the 
ninth grade is no longer at the high 
school, the Early European History 
course is not included in the high school 
curriculum. The program now includes 
Modern European History, World His- 
tory, United States History, and Eco- 
nomics and Sociology. Mr. David Schein 
and Mr. Holt’s student teacher are the 
new teachers in the Social Studies De- 
partment. 

The Accelerated United States His- 
tory course which has been planned for 
years materialized this year. Under the 
instruction of Mr. Hunt, the class com- 
posed of fifteen students met four times 
a week in a seminar arrangement and 
once a week in the library for indepen- 
dent research or for individual confer- 
ences with Mr. Hunt. 


The Social Studies Department. was 
involved with many new activities this 
year. The Department was responsible 
for the presentation of three assemblies. 
It has also established the Asian Club, 
an organization which met after school 
every other Friday for discussion of the 
history, culture, and current problems of 
the Eastern World. In addition to their 
regular discussions the Asian Club took 
field trips and had various guest speak- 
ers. In April of this year the Asian Club 
sent interested students to the East Coast 
Model United Nations at Montclair, New 
Jersey, as representatives of the country 
of Burma. Here they met with students 
of other schools to discuss various world 
problems. 

This year was the third year in which 
teachers were invited to speak to the 
combined United States History classes 
on specific topics.

SCIENCES 


Summer courses taken by 
the teachers, were designed to 
emphasize content rather 
than educational method, en- - 
abling the teachers to instruct 
a far more enriched program. 

The value of this training 
is felt most strongly by the 
science student. This year 
marks the beginning of an 
Accelerated Physiology class, 
a course which has received 
the commendation of educa- 
tors on the college level. Next 
fall a special course in nurs- 
ing chemistry will be  initi- 
ated, in addition to the APP 
Physics course to be offered 
to accelerated math students. 
The Accelerated Biology 
course has gone far beyond 
the requirements of the tradi- 
tional high school biology 
programs. 

The Science Department, 
under the direction of Mr. 
Bongarzone, continued to pro- 
gress in all its courses and 
promised a science program 
seldom rivaled or excelled by 
schools throughout the nation. 


COMMERCIAL 


The Commercial Depart- 
ment, headed by Miss Lewis, 
provided excellent training 
and practice for students 
planning for a business ca- 
reer. Notehand and _ typing 
were also offered to college 
students. 

Typewriting I and II dealt 
with the fundamentals of the 
typewriter itself and tabula- 
tion forms for letters. Type- 
writing III offered advanced 
skills and was supplemented 
by office practice. Stenogra- 
phy I and II taught the bas- 
ics of shorthand and stressed 
speed. 

The Commercial Law and 
Salesmanship course students 
to study all phases of legal 
procedures and business con- 
tracts.

In the shops and the drawing rooms the stu- 
dents receive a basic knowledge of machines, 
tools, and their operation. This knowledge and 
the skills involved in their operation of these 
mechanisms are invaluable to the mechanic, the 
engineering technician, the machinist, the engi- 
neer, and the draftsman. Welding and foundry 
practice also help students to understand indus- 
trial processes. In the wood, metal, and auto 
shops facilities are available for the students to 
perfect their workmanship. 

With the help of Mr. Santry some of the boys 
in this course aid in the staging and the lighting 
of school productions such as the Senior Play. 

Because the experience and knowledge gained 
in the shops and the drawing room the students 
have a better foundation upon which to base their 
selection of an occupation as they enter industry or — 
continue their education after high school.

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PRACTICAL 
ARTS 


This year, as in past years, Home Economics 
and Home and Family Living courses have been 
offered by the Practical Arts Department. Under 
the direction of Mrs. Kinchla, sophomores and 
juniors in the Home Economics course have 
learned the fundamental as well as advanced 
skills of cooking and sewing. The curriculum of 
the Home and Family Living course for seniors 
included discussion and study of child care, nar- 
cotics, nutrition, alcohol, and teenage problems.

The classes gave a Christmas 
party in co-ordination with the child care section 
of the course. Also as part of their nutrition study, 
the senior girls of the classes undertook the fourth 
annual Senior Breakfast.

JOURNALISM 


The latest addition to the English department is a 
class known as Journalism. This small class of twelve 
students formed to learn about and experiment with 
newspaper writing. The class, instructed by Mr. Ham- 
ilton, met three times a week in an informal atmos- 
phere. They found the committee method to be most 
conducive for the results they desired.

The class formed the nucleus of the high school 
paper, the Hilltopper. The students kept notebooks dur- 
ing class and submitted reports. They experimented 
with many kinds of newspaper writing. In addition to 
these regular workshop sessions, Mr. Hamilton invited 
such featured speakers as Mr. Webb. Later, a man 
came to speak on advertising in newspaper work. 


EXPERIMENTAL WRITING 


The aim of this year’s Experimental Writing class, 
taught by Mrs. Roberts, was to stress individual devel- 
opment in writing. The students experimented with 
such literary forms as personal essays, verse, ballads, 
and satires. Criticism by the other students in the class 
and Mrs. Roberts plus the continual practice of writ- 
ing gave the student an opportunity to improve his 
writing and to experiment with many different forms 
and kinds of writing. 


Because this course concentrated on developing a 
student’s capacity to express himself in as many ways 
as possible through the media of language and because 
of the small number of students taking this course, this 
enriched class in writing gave the students a broader 
background in writing than is possible in his English 
class.

READING 


Developmental Reading, under the direction of Miss 
Tormey, may be taken as an elective by any member 
of the student body as a one-semester course. A read- 
ing examination is administered to all students taking 
the course before they begin it and after they have 
completed it. During the course speed in reading, vo- 
cabulary enrichment, reading comprehension, and 
study skills are emphasized. The various facilities

achieved nation-wide recognition and is still continuing 
to do so, having had visitors from as far as California 
come to see it in action.

The Guidance Department plays an important part 
in the student’s life at Needham High School. They 
are the ones who rearrange faulty program cards, help 
place students in after school jobs, compile recommen- 
dations for past graduates, and most vital, assist the 
college bound student in choosing the right school and 
sending in all the necessary records to the colleges. 

It is through the guidance department that outside 
contacts are made to the school.
